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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a fourth office action for serial number 10/005391, entitled Mobile Cellular 
Telephone Tower, filed on December 5, 2001. 

Response to Appeal Brief 

In response to the examiner's advisory action, the applicant filed an appeal brief. 

This application will be passed to issue on allowed claims 1-20 provided the 
following formal matters are corrected. Prosecution is otherwise closed. 

The drawings stand objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, a first cable must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures.

Correction of the following is required: within claim 1, a first cable is not disclosed within 
the specification. Although explained within the applicants remarks within the previous 
response from applicant, for consistency purposes, either the specification needs to be 
modified to include the main cable being a first cable as claimed or the claims need to 
be modified to included a main cable in lieu of a first cable since this limitation is not 
within the specification. 

Applicant is required to make the necessary corrections within a shortened 
statutory period set to expire ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from 
the mailing date of this letter. Extensions of time may be granted under 37 CFR 1 .136. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: within claims 
1,13 and 20, prior art does not disclose a first and second cable both connected to a 
winch in combination with a mobile cellular phone tower having tower connected to a 
base with a base segment and a first and second extendable segment.
